Egged to stop 
free urban rides 
for soldiers 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Egged will no longer provide 
free transport to soldiers on urban 
routes, but will continue ta do so 
on interurban ones as until now, 
the Transport Ministry's Controller 
of Road Transport announced this 
week, 

Egged had asked the Defence 
Ministry and the Transport Minis- 
try to permit free transport of sol- 
diers (in compulsory service and 
in the regular army) on urban 
routes as well. The cooperative 
claimed that if this were ποῖ done, 
Soldiers would use the buses tra- 
velling on the interurban routes for 
short rides. 

In order to avoid having large 
numbers of soldiers travel short 
distances on long-distance buses, 
Egged had allowed soldiers free 
transport on urban routes, of its 
own accord, But it later turned to 
the Government with the request 
that this be paid for on the same 
basis as the free transport pro- 
vided on interurban fines. When 
the Defence Ministry turned it 
down, Egged decided to cease the 
free urban transport, starting to- 
day. 

“However, said Ya'acov Malka, 
Controller of Road Transport, “this 
decision will neither affect the free 
transport on interurban lines, nor 
will tt cause any disruptions in 
those lines."

1L200m. bank-vault looting

TEL AVIV. — Police yesterday 
brought in for remand three more 
suspects in last January’s spec- 
taeular looting of 200 safety-deposit 
boxes at Ramat Gan’s Barclays-Dis- 
count Bank. 

The police sald the arrests 
brought to six those held since the 
alleged brains behind the estimated 
1L200m. robbery — former F'eucht- 
wanger Bank board chairman Yosef 
Epstein — made the mistake of 
cashing in some of the stolen bonds. 
They say Epstein, 48, had planned 
the job with his wife Nill and son 
Aviel during the time he was serv- 
ing a four-year prison term for 
fraud he committed whife running 
the now-defunct Fenchtwanger Bank 
into the ground. 

(Spstein and his 35-year-old wife 
were arrested on Friday, after 2 
search of their house which turned 
up jewelry and cash worth more 
thon IL3m., and remanded for 18 
and 10 days ‘respectively, Aviel, 23, 
Epstein's son by a previous mar- 
riage, was remanded at Ichilov 
Hospital here, where he is under 
treatment for diabetes. All three 
denied the any connection to . the 
robbery.) 

The suspects brought in yester- 
day were the 31- ~year-old twins 
Alexander and Yehoshua Weingar- 
ten, and Yitzhak Fein of Tel Aviv. 
Police investigator Shmtel Korn- 
blau told Magistrate Yitzhak Revivi 
that the twins were suspected of 
cracking the safe. They said Fein 
had been found with the twins and 
was connected with the case. The 
Weingartens were remanded for 15 
days, and Fein for seven. 

Months of patient police investi- 
gation tay behind the arrest of 
the six. The January weekend 
robbery, in which thieves broke in 
through the bank’s air-conditioning 
vent and then blasted the strong- 
room wall, had left police without 
8 clue — not even a fingerprint. 


‘The thieves, who had succeeded in 
bypassing the bank's alarm sys- 
tem, had been careful te pick out 
only cash and unregistered bonds 
or easily disposable jewelry. 

At the time, special detective- 
squid head Yitzhak Hagag had 
said he would walt until one of 

the “experts” made a mistake. 

‘Last week, eight months later, 
police say Epstein cashed in two 
bonds worth 1L20,000. By law, any 
transaction exceeding 115,000 -i5 
reported; thus, a routine check by 
the Bank of israel revealed that 
the bonds (whose serial numbers 
had been recorded by their owners) 


came from the looted Ramat Gan 
bank. 
The police say they quickly 


traced the bonds to another Ramat 
Gan bank and to Yosef Epstein's 
account there. They then found 
that three more allegedly stolen 
bonds had been cashed by Epstein, 
as part of 2 11500,000 bond trans- 
action. 

A prompt search of Epstein’s 
home on Friday night revealed the

sile-armed hydrofoil, which is con- 
sidered the next top priority for the 
Israel Navy, “Aviation Week and 
Space Technology” reports in its 
latest issue. 

The magazine says Israeli naval 
planners fear that expanded arms 
export drives by the U.S. and 
Europe in the Middle East will

In a lengthy article on the naval 
aspect of the Israel-Arab conflict, 
“Aviation Week” says that the pro- 
posed U.S.-Israel hydrofoils would 
be attached to the existing Israeli 
nuval fleet, which includes the 440- 
ten Reshef missile boat, the “back. 
bone” of the combat fleet (Israel 
currently has six such boats in 
commission and another six are 
under construction), 12 Sa’ar-class 
missile boats; 30 Dabur coastal 
patrol boats; and two submarines. 

The magazine said that Israeli 


planners are convinced that Saudi 
Arabia will ask the U.S, for Har- 
poon anti-shipping missiles, and will 
receive them despite current U.S.

Haifa Port storekeepers 


on strike for second day

HAIFA. — About 100 port store- 
keepers yesterday stayed away 
from their jobs for the second day 
running after being called out by 
their committee, which has a. long~ 
standing quarrel with the foremen 
over the operation of the new con~ 
tainer terminal. 

The men are expected” to return 
to work today, after Labour Coun-: 
cH ‘secretary Avraham WHamel'r} 
yesterday warned them of the 
grave damage they were causing 
the port and ‘their own case. 

The storekeepers’. strike was not 
approved by the Labour Council, 
not announced beforehand to the 
port management and not coordi- 
uated with any other group of port 
employees, Some: of: whom were 
rendered idle by the strike. Incom- 
ing and export cargoes were de- 
layed and shippers and the port 
suffered damage. . 

The port management said it 
would withhold pay for the two 
days and also sue the strikers for 
damages in the labour court. . 

The storekeepers’ grievances over 
the new container terminal appear 
to have been the cause of their 
walkeout. The terminal was first 
opened on July 12, four months 
after it was compieted. The delay 
was the result of a dispute be- 
tween two committees of port em- 


ployees, the storekeepers and the 
fotemen, who fought for “‘contro]” 
of the terminal. The Haifa Labour 
Council secretaries took weeks to 
persuade the two rival committees 
to agree to the port management’s 
plan for “joint responsibility” so 
that users of the container termi- 
nal, a port facility of growing im- 
portance, would have only one “ad- 
dress” to deal with. : 

It mow seems that the storage 
men regret having signed the 
agreement and are trying to re~ 
verse <he situation. They charge 
that the men who operate the con- 
tainer terminal do not.know their 
job and that they thethselves get 
blamed for” this. 

Port Managér Yitzhak Rahav 
said last night that the compensa- 
tion claim would ‘be filed in the 
Labour Court this week and that 
two simular claims were already 

pending there, one for 128,000 
and one for 1130,000. “In both 
cases, the storekeepers are involved, 
although not only them, in having 
caused the port losses through un- 
authorized and sudden work stop- 
Pages. We expect judgments on 
-the two earlier cases to be handed 
down soon," Rahav said.

TOMORROW will be the first anniversary of the signing af 
the interim Sinai agreement between Israel and Egypt, through 
the good offices of the U.S. In this country, the occasion has 
already called forth a wide-ranging public assessment af the 
accord’s first year, and future prospects. The highlight was a 
Prolonged discussion at last Sunday's Cabinet session, which, 
in the Israeli tradition, was dutifully leaked te the media. 

Despite repeated criticism from the sidelines, the general 
consensus api to be that the Sinai agreement has justi- 
fied itself, although not some of the more buoyant hopes 
which accompanied its conclusion. { = ~ 

The agreement has not led to any fresh moves towards 
peace, not even to progress in the direction of a new pact to 
end the state of war — which Israel had originally proposed 
to incorporate in a more far-reaching version of the Sinai 
accord itself. But the agreement has assured Israel of a period 
of tranquillity in which to gather new strength, especially in 
the military sphere, and at the same time to unrelentingly 
demonstrate this country’s readiness to advance towards peace 
by all means possible. 

Legitimate expectations that the agreement would lead to 
some appreciable abatement in Egypt's diplomatic and 
economic boycott warfare against Israe] have not been borne 
out. On the ground, however, the agreement has largely been 
observed, even if not.quite to the extent reported by the 
‘U.S. monitoring stations. 

The Egyptian violations charged by Israel —- most of which, 
-88 explained by Prime Minister Rabin,.date back to the first 
disengagement accord — do not in any case amount to an aggres- 
sive forward deployment. And the Suez Canal, it is well to 
remember, is now open, for the first time since 1948, for 
shipping of goods to and from Israel 

From the Israeli vantage point, the fact that Egypt was 
alone in concluding an interim agreement had its ample com- 
pensation in the wedge which was thereby driven between 
Cairo and Damascus — and most other Arab capitals. Critics 
now claim that the split in Arab ranks had nothing to do 
with the success of Dr. Kissinger's efforts. This is only partly 
true. The latest sniping between, Egypt and Syria did indeed 
start as soon as the Arab defeat in the October war. was. 
sealed with a hasty cease-fire. But the interim agreement 
surely helped exacerbate relations between the two war partners 
— historic rivals for Middle East hegemony. 

Middie East history works in devious ways, however, 850 
that the Arab rift over the Sinai accord had some quite un- 
foreseen results. On the eastern front it led to a new belligerent 
alignment between Syria and Jordan. But on the northern 
front, in Lebanon, it caused the PLO, 
engagement, to so overplay its hand as to force Syria to vir- 
tually break the arm of the terrorists. On balance, despite 
Serr 6 munca rash in aid of the PLO, the gain has still been 
Israel's, 

The gain in terms of Israel's improved relations with the 
U.S. hardly needs proof. The conclusion of the agreement was 
the signal for an end to the aid freeze called “reassessment,” 
and for the opening of a vast new programme of military and 
economic aid to Israel. If this has increased Israel's dependence 
on the U.S. as some critics argue, and could lead to excessive 
diplomatic pressures, it has also assured the country’s in- 
dependence in the face of Arab threats of upsetting the power. 
balance. 

The stream of aid will of course gradually be reduced, and 
part of the assistance will have to be repaid from scant re- 
sources. That cannot be helped, and should not be lamented. 
What is rightly worrying, however, is the tendency of some 
officials in Washington to forget that Israel has claims on 
the U.S. that are part of a package deal that netted America 
its present status as the leading Middle East power. Yet it is 
the spirit of the Sinai agreement, and not some Israeli whim, 
which dictates that the U.S., for example, stand up to the 
Arabs’ worldwide boycott of Israel. 

The final verdict on the agreement, as some Cabinet members 
suggested last Sunday, will only be possible when it runs out, 
in two and a half years’ time, But the nature of that verdict 
will greatly be affected by what is, or is not, done in the 
meantime by Israel, and by the U.S. as well. 


Aid without strings 


WITH OUR MINDS fixed on the fluctuations of aid determined 
by diplomacy, we are sometimes apt to lose sight of the gift 
of assistance steadily rendered by Jews abroad, mostly by 
American Jews, with open hearts, and with no strings at-
